FACTS ABOUT THE BLENDING OF 


“SCOTCH.” 


PENDING PROSECUTIONS. 


(From a CoRRESPONDENT.) 
; Edinbargh. 


The query “What is whisky ?” is one which 
would probably meet with a wide variety ot 
answers, according to the circumstances or 


tastes of the peraon to whom it was pat. 


The market porter, for instance, wou'd prob- 

‘ ably regard as whisky that which approximat- 
‘ed most nearly to Matk Twain's “torchlight 
procession” ; while the West-end connoiseour 
would demand the finest Glenlivet with fifteen 
or twenty yeara'of age. In other words, as in 
tha case ,of the appreciation of a cigar, it is en- 
tirely a question of the education of the palate. 
Inasmach, however, as the degree of educa- 
tion is limited in ordinary cases by the length 
of the purse, it las long been felt that some- 
thing was’ necessary -in the way of protection 
for those. whose means do not allow of the 
paynient of fancy prices. It is a trite saying 
that the appetite grows by what it feeds on, 
and the consumer of inferior food, whether 
meat or drink, eventually develops a depraved 
craving for what his more fortunate brethren 
would regard as mere nastiness. Thus, in the 
sinms of our large cities, the descent from 
* lowgrade fiery whisky to methylated spirits 
has become an essy one, in spite of the de- 
terring admixture of wood naphtha: The 
horrors resulting from the consumption of such 
injurious concoctions are too well known to 
require recapitalation here, and all that need 
be said is that they fully jostify the agitation 
to make unlawfol the free sale of what are 


nothing more or less than poisons. 
’ BATTLE OF THE STILLS. 


But itis not only among consomers that there 
is diversity of opinion as to what constitutes 
whisky ;.in the trade itself—and it may be 
explained here that what-is more partioolarly 
referred to in this article is Scotch whisky — 
there are the widest possible differences of 
opinion. One section, consisting mostly of the 
Highland distillers, strongly backed op by 
the agricaltaral interest, hold that malt 
whisky—that is, whisky made in a pot still— 
and malt whisky only, is entitled to the name 
of “whisky.” Grain spirit, or spirit made in a 
patent still, they contend, should be called 
“patent still spirit,” so as to distinguish it 
from malt whisky. ‘he distillers of grain 
spirita, on the’ other hand, argue that their 
prodact is as mach entitled to the name 
“whisky” as spirit distilled in a pot still, and 
so the battle goes on, each section fighting 
for ita own hand. Bat this battle of the stills, 
important as it may be to the trade, is ot 
little’ interest to the pablic, as it does nothing 


to devids the real poiat at issue. What the 


general public is painfully aware of, and what 
it wanta remedied, is the circumstance that 
much of the whisky sold as “pare Highland 
malt whisky” is either simply rew svirit distil- 
led in London or somewhere else from Indian 
corn, potatoes, or other sugar-prodocing sub- 
stances, or & mixture containing such spirit in 
varying proportions. Owing to the great popu- 
larity of Scotch whisky as a beverage in recent 
years, what is known as the blending trade has 


assumed giant proportions. 


THE BLENDING OF SCOTCH WHISKY: 


which is qaite legitimate when carried on 
fairly, and to which. most ba attributed 
the rapid growth of the drink in public fa- 


vor, originally meant the-mixing or blending 
together of the well-matared products of two 
or more reputable Scotch distilleries in such 
proportions as the blender found by. long 
experience would form a palatable beverage. 
But the temptation to reduce the cost at the 
expense of the quality was too much for 
many in the trede, and matters have steadily 
gone froth bad to worse antil s large pro- 
portion of eo-called Sootch whisky has come 
to be raw grain spirit with an infioitesimal 
proportion of Highland malt whisky as s 


top-dreasing. 


This is a fact which admits of no dispute, 
. and is readily conceded by those in the trade 
who have its best interests at heart. It is 


quite onnecessary in dealing with this ques 


tion of “What is whieky?” to draw lorid 
pictares of the harm done by raw grain spirits 
or of the nauseous materiale from which 
the spirits. are distilled. I> is simply & ques 
tion of misr*preeentation, and whether the 
consumer is enti:led to gat what he pay- 


for or not. , 
WH iT IS NEEDED. 


In short, what is needed is a standard 
for whisky. Without that any concoction of 
molasses or potato epirit may ba called whicky 


first’ brandy prosecntion st Hamilton ia Scot- 


land quoted. fom an old dictionary to show 


that spirits distilled from, among other things, 


black ants might be called brandy !: Por years 
this qoestion of a legal definition for whisky 
‘has exercised the mind of the trade, as wall a* 
of the thinking consumer, bat no action has 
been taken because of the difficulty of proving 
that avy given eampls of whisky is not what 
it is repreeented to be. For i: stance, where 
® mixtore of grain spitita and malt whi-ky 
waa being rold as “pore Highland malt whieky,” 
it wonld be necessary, in order to obtain a 
cmviction, to prove what tha consttnents 
consisted of and the proportion which they 
bore to each. other. Until quite recently 
analysts were totally unable todo that, or, 


indeed, to distinguish with certainty grain 
spirits ‘from malt whisky.

Bat within recent years analytical science 
has been making great strides. By taking into 
account the presence of certain ethers and 
their proportion it has become possible to dis- 
tingoish Cognac brandy from sparious imita- 
tions, practically revolationising the brandy 
trade, and now it is claimed that by a similar 
method it is possible to tell the constituents of 
a bottle of whisky and their origin. The popa- 
lar fallacy that the quality of whisky is toa 
large extent determined by the presence or 
absence of fusel oil has long been disproved by 
chemists, who found that fusel oil existed in 
wellmatured whisky of the finest quality, 
while little or no trace of it was discoverable 
in grain spirits fresh from the still.

MONARCHY OR REPUBLIC. 


The Norwegians have met with a good deal 
of bitter criticism in France and elsewhere on 
the Continent, becanse thay have decided to 
bs governed by a King and not to set op a 
Repablic. Mr. Arne Hammer, in the “Courrier 
Européen,” replies at length to these objectors 
and says that, as far as regards home affairs, 
the Norwegians prefer a Constitutional King, 
whose Ministers will govern, to a “plébiscitary” 
despot like the American President, to the 
stern centralisation of France, or to the com- 
plicated system of Switzerland. As regards 
foreign affairs, Norway will have many treaties 
to conclade with other nations, and it appears 
thata hint has been received from more than 
one quarter that ths monarchies of the Contin- 
ent will not be favorably disposed towards a 
Northern Republic, Norway has need of 
assistance, and it is evident that the choice of 
a King from the. Danish Royal Family will 
tend much more powerfally to a good under- 
standing between the three Scandinavian States 
than the election of some member of Parliament 
as President, Her neighbours ara mach Jess 
likely to intrigue against her if she is governed 
by a Danish Prince. The Norwegians have 
considerei the matter from a strictly business 
point of view, and while the object lessons 
provided by France, the United States, and 
Switzerland are not inviting, s Constitational 
Monarchy promises to provide them with all 
that they need and desire.
